Voting Rights Act Scrutinized

Law’s key provision 
appears in jeopardy 
before Supreme Court 

Washington 

The Supreme Court’s conserva- 
tive justices voiced deep skepti- 
cism Wednesday about a section 
of a landmark civil-rights law that 
has helped millions of Americans 
exercise their right to vote. 

In an ominous note for sup- 
porters of a key provision of the 
Voting Rights Act, Justice Antho- 
ny Kennedy both acknowledged 
the measure’s vital role in fighting 
discrimination and suggested that 
other important laws in U.S. his- 
tory had run their course. “Times 
change,” Kennedy said during the 
fast-paced, 70 -minute argument. 

The key provision. Section 5, 
requires nine states, mostly in 
the South, and local governments 
in other states to “pre-dear” any 
changes in voting laws with fed- 
eral authorities. 

Kennedy’s views are likely to 
prevail on the divided court, and he 
tends to side with his more conser- 


States Affected 

Section 5 of the Voting Rights 

Act currently applies to Alabama, 
Alaska, Arizona, Georgia, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, South Carolina, Texas 
and Virginia. It also covers certain 
counties in California, Florida, New 
York, North Carolina and South Da- 
kota, and some local jurisdictions in 
Michigan and New Hampshire, (twp) 


vative colleagues on matters of race. 

The court’s liberals and con- 
servatives engaged in a sometimes 
tense back-and-forth over whether 
there is an ongoing need in 2013 
for the part of the voting-rights law 
that requires states with a history 
of discrimination to get approval 
before making changes in the way 
elections are held. 

Chief Justice John Roberts, a 
vocal skeptic of the use of race in 


all areas of public life, cited a vari- 
ety of statistics that showed starker 
racial disparities in some aspects 
of voting in Massachusetts than in 
Mississippi. Then he asked the gov- 
ernment’s top Supreme Court law- 
yer whether the Obama adminis- 
tration thinks “the citizens in the 
South are more racist than citizens 
in the North?” 

The answer from Solicitor Gen- 
eral Donald Verrilli was no. 

When Bert Rein, attorney for 
an Alabama county that is the 
named challenger, said the court 
must conclude that Congress was 
wrong to find that reauthorization 
of Section 5 was necessary. Justice 
Elena Kagan responded: “That’s a 
big new power you’ve given us.” 

The Supreme Court heard a sim- 
ilar case in 2009 but decided it nar- 
rowly and sidestepped the ques- 
tion of whether Section 5 should be 
declared unconstitutional. The court 
has upheld Section 5 and the for- 
mula used in deciding which states 
should be covered each time the law 
has been reauthorized since its ini- 
tial passage in 1965. 

A decision is expected by late

The White House conceded Wednes- 
day that efforts to avoid automatic 
budget cuts are unlikely to succeed 
before they kick in and it is initiating 
new talks with congressional lead- 
ers to confront seemingly intracta- 
ble tax-and-spend issues. 

President Barack Obama will 
meet Friday at the White House 
with House and Senate leaders of 
both parties on the same day the 
cuts, known in Washington-speak 
as a “sequester,” take effect. This 
would put the White House and 
Congress in the position of look- 
ing past the cuts to the next loom- 
ing fiscal showdown: a March 27 
deadline to continue government 
operations or force a shutdown.

Gary Mead, the Homeland Secu- 
rity Department official in charge of 
the agency’s immigration enforce- 
ment and removal operations, has 
resigned after hundreds of illegal 
immigrants were released from jails 
because of impending government 
spending cuts.

The office’s No. 2, Archbishop 
Angelo Amato, answered the phone 
and was stunned: This was no ordi- 
nary priest. It was Cardinal Joseph 
Ratzinger, his boss, who under the 
Vatican’s arcane rules had technical- 
ly lost his job when John Paul died. 

“It tells me of the great humility 
of the man, the great sense of duty, 
but also the great awareness that 
we are here to do a job,” said Bish- 
op Charles Scicluna, who worked 
with Ratzinger before he became 
Pope Benedict XVI. 

On Wednesday, an estimated 
150,000 people flooded St. Peter’s 
Square for Benedict’s last gener-

Benedict, 85, bid an emotional 
farewell to his flock, recalling in his 
final speech as pontiff moments of 
“joy and light” during his papacy 
but also times of difficulty when “it 
seemed like the Lord was sleeping.” 

Benedict begins his retirement 
Thursday, leaving behind a church 


in crisis — one beset by sex scan- 
dal, internal divisions and dwin- 
dling numbers. But the pope can 
count on a solid legacy: While his 
most significant act was to resign, 
Benedict also set the church back 
on a tradition-minded path. 

In resigning, Scicluna said, 
Benedict is showing the same sense 
of humility and duty and service 
that he showed on that day after the 
Catholic Church lost its last pope. 

“He has done his job,” Sciclu- 
na said.

Report: Britons Drink 
Far More Than They Say 


London 

Truth and alcohol may not mix, 
particularly when people are asked 
how much they drink. 

That’s the implication of a study 
released Wednesday that reveals a 
big gap between the booze Britons 
own up to drinking and the amount 
of alcohol sold nationwide. The 
study indicates that people routine- 
ly underestimate their alcohol con- 
sumption by around 40 percent. 

That may not be totally surpris- 
ing, but it puts a figure to the phe- 
nomenon of the drunk who claims 
to have had only a few beers. 

Lead author Sadie Boniface said 
the unreported alcohol equates to 
about one bottle of wine per Brit- 


On the Study 

U.K. researchers determined that 
Britons underestimate alcohol con- 
sumption by 40 percent by compar- 
ing alcohol sales data to a survey 
of 14,041 people. They considered 
possible reasons: Maybe children, 
tourists or homeless people — who 
wouldn’t have been in the survey 
—were buying booze. Maybe it was 
used in cooking or spilled. Those fac- 
tors, and others, were ruled out. (ap)

Smithsonian spokeswoman 
Linda St. Thomas said the attrac- 
tions that serve 30 million people a 
year will maintain normal visiting 
hours if automatic federal spend-

Shortly after Andy Shallal opened

Way Out There 

A U.S. tycoon aims to send a married 
couple on a 501 -day trip around Mars 


Washington 

It’s a road trip that could test the 
best of marriages: Mars. 

A tycoon announced plans 
Wednesday to send a yet-to-be- 
selected middle-aged couple on a 
privately built spaceship to sling- 
shot around the red planet and 
come back home, hopefully with 
their bodies and marriage in one 
piece after 501 days of no -escape 
togetherness in a cramped cap- 
sule half the size of an RV. 

Under the audacious but bare- 
bones plan, the spacecraft would 
blast off less than five years from 
now and pass within 100 miles of 
the Martian surface. The cost was 
not disclosed, but outsiders put it 
at more than $1 billion. 

It won’t be an adventure for the 
weak of body or heart. 

“This is not going to be an easy 


mission,” chief technical officer 
and potential crew member Taber 
MacCallum said. “We called it the 
Lewis and Clark trip to Mars.” 

The trying circumstances 
include: no showers, limits on 
toilet paper, drinking water made 
from the crew members’ recycled 
urine and sweat, and almost no 
privacy. But the flight also comes 
with never-before-seen views of 
Mars. And there’s ample time for 
zero-gravity sex in space, some- 
thing NASA doesn’t like to talk 
about. 

As for why a man and a woman 
will be selected, “this is very sym- 
bolic and we really need it to repre- 
sent humanity,” MacCallum said. 

He said it makes sense for the 
passengers to be a married couple, 
so that they can give each other 
the emotional support needed on 
such a long, close-quarters voyage.

The private, nonprofit project, 
called Inspiration Mars, will get 
initial money from NASA engineer- 
turned-multimillionaire Dennis 
Tito, the first space tourist. The 
organizers hope to raise the rest 
through donations, advertising 
and media partnerships. 

NASA will not be involved. 
Instead, the project’s backers 
intend to use a ship built by other 
aerospace companies, employing 
an austere design that could take 
people to Mars for a fraction of 
what it would cost NASA to do

with robots, officials said. 

Even though some of the hard- 
ware hasn’t even been built, Tito 
said he is confident everything 
will come together by 2018 with 
no test flights. 

It will be a stripped-down mis- 
sion when it comes to automation 
and complexity, meaning the cou- 
ple will have to fix things on the 
fly and do more piloting than on 
NASA vehicles, said chief medical 
officer Jonathan Clark. 

The flight is timed to take 
advantage of the once-in-a-gen- 
eration close approach of the two 
planets’ orbits. The timeline calls 
for launch on Jan. 5 , 2018, the 
Mars flyby on Aug. 20, 2018, and 
a return to Earth on May 21, 2019. 

It involves huge risk, more than 
a government agency like NASA 
would normally permit, officials 
concede. The ship would also re- 
enter Earth’s atmosphere at twice 
the speed of ordinary space cap- 
sules, something Tito said still 
needs to be worked out. 

“Life is risky,” said Clark, 
whose astronaut wife died in the 
2003 space shuttle Columbia acci- 
dent. “Anything that’s worth it is 
worth putting it all at stake for.”

Orchids — on display 
at the Smithsonian — 
have quite an exotic 
(and erotic) history 

Tom Mirenda is passionate about 
orchids. In addition to managing 
the plants as the Smithsonian 
Gardens’ orchid specialist, ^ 
Mirenda keeps a personal 
collection of 1,000 | 
orchids growing in his I 


garage. 

“It’s easy to fall in 
love with the incredible 
diversity” of orchids, Mirenda says, 
standing among the blooms of his 
professional labor at the “Orchids of 
Latin America” exhibit, presented by 
the Smithsonian Gardens with the 


U.S. Botanic Garden and National 
Museum of Natural History. 

Orchids have become more 
accessible to the casual grower 
in recent years: You can buy an 
orchid at most grocery stores today. 
But those won’t come close to the 
delicacy and breeding of the orchids 
at this exhibition. About 300 
varieties of the plant are on 
view in the l8th annual 


orchid show. (The theme 
changes each year, and 


this year’s celebrates 
Latin American traditions 
of using orchids as decor for 
large religious feasts.) 

It must be noted that part of 
the reason orchids have long been 
considered so exotic and rarefied

something that’s been observed 
since ancient times. (Look below 
for some science on this matter.) 

The plant family name 
“orchidacae” means “testicle” in 
Greek, and ancient Greeks believed 
orchids boosted virility. A Chinese 
legend holds that the “13 treasures” 
cymbidium orchid smelled so 
wonderful that it could help a 
barren woman bear that many 
children. And when the cattelya 
orchid was introduced to Europe in 
the 19th century, its shape “caused 
an absolute sensation” — especially 
among men, Mirenda says. 

“Think about Georgia O’Keeffe 
and her kind of sexualized look of 
flowers,” Mirenda says. “Without 
going into too much detail, I think 
you could look at an orchid and see

1 Orchids, They’re Just Like Us! 

People and orchids are “bilaterally symmetrical” — if we cut 
them in half in a certain way (vertically, for humans), the two 
sides mirror each other. (Other flowers, such as daisies, are 
“radially symmetrical” and can be divided on any plane.) What’s more, 
some orchids — such as the Miltoniopsis Princess Diana — appear to 
have “eyes” (symmetrical spots on the petals). In other words, “when we 
look at an orchid,” specialist Tom Mirenda says, “it seems to look back.” 


2 Show-Offs 

Orchids need to perpetuate their species, 
so they must attract insects and birds 
(which spread pollen among plants). This is 
often accomplished by luring those “pollinators” to 
the plants’ central reproductive parts. The middle 
“labellum” petal — tricked out with stripes, spots or 
extra colors — is adapted to attract pollinators. 


3 Ready for Landing 

“Like the lights on 
the runway of an 
airport,” in Mirenda’s 
words, “nectar guides” help 
steer pollinators toward these 
targets.

The Electric 
Genius of Edison 


A new book reveals the 
inventor’s contributions 
beyond the Light buLb 


Books 

In school, we learn that Thomas 
Edison invented the light bulb in 
his lab in Menlo Park, N J. He had the 
idea and he developed the technology 
to make it a reality. The truth is much 
more complicated, involving a vast 
network of investors, partners and 
competitors all over the world. 

In his new book “The Age of 
Edison: Electric Light and the 



Invention of Modern America,” 
Ernest Freeberg, a history professor 
at the University of Tennessee, 
explains that the light bulb was a 
product of “social invention,” in 
that “many people 
were participating 
in the process of 
developing this tool 
and finding ways to 
make it useful.” 

“The Age of Edi- 
son” expertly maps 
out not just how elec- 
tric light was pioneered and installed 
across America, but how it changed 
society forever.

Edison’s True Legacy 

“Edison was a great inventor,” Freeberg 
says, but the most important thing he 
did was develop a new style of inven- 
tion: the prototype for what would 
become research and development, or 
R&D. “He assembled a team of expert 
glass blowers, technicians and peo- 
ple who had a better grasp of higher 
mathematics and chemistry than he 
did. But it was all directed by his per- 
sistence and genius.”

Making the Bulb Glow 

“The bulb itself was only one of 
many technical issues that had to 
be resolved,” Freeberg says. “Edison 
improved the djmamo [a generator that 
produces direct current]. He worked 
out the switches and wires and figured 
out how to make a meter so that the 
customers could be charged for the 
service. That was really Edison’s 
genius: He connected the bulb to a 
complex system capable of generating 
power and distributing it across city 
blocks.” 

‘No Rules’ Technology 

“There were no rules about where 
companies put their wires, so they 
were throwing wires in trees and over 
roofs,” Freeberg says. “You’re asking 
people to put what they recognize as 
a potentially deadly form of energy 
into their homes. It helped that a lot 
of people figured that if the Wizard of 
Menlo Park says it’s OK, then it must

WAR STORYTELLER 

As an artilleryman in the Army’s 1st Ar- 
mored Division, Roy Scranton was deployed 
to Iraq in 2003 and 2004. He draws from his 
experiences in Iraq as a fiction writer and 
co-editor of the new collection “Fire and 
Forget: Short Stories from the Long War." 

Where did the idea for this book 
originate? 

It started with a few veteran writer friends 
of mine in New York. We saw that the kind 
of stories we thought people needed to 
hear weren’t out there. There was a Lot 
of nonfiction, even memoirs, but there 
wasn’t much fiction that gets readers into 
the imaginative space of deployment. 

How is fiction uniquely suited 
to depict this war? 

Mark Twain said fiction is Limited because 
it has to stick to what’s possible. If 
you tell a story about something that 
really happened, it doesn’t matter how 
impossible it sounds — it really happened. 
So fiction can get at ... I don’t want to say a 
deeper truth, but a human truth: what it’s 
Like to be human in this space and time. 

There’s a sense of horror and humor 
in your own story, “Red Steel India." 
Was that based directly on your 
experiences in Iraq? 

Most of the stories are based in our 
experiences, directly or indirectly. One 
of the things that was important to me in 
that story was to bring out the banality 
of war. The occupation was morally and 
physically awful, but it was especially 
awful in its daily tedium.

Don’t abandon all hope of choosing between two ‘Inferno’-inspired plays 

Hell is many things: a metaphor, a scare tactic, a stranger talking your ear off about what the 
sequester really means. For Dante Alighieri, hell was nine circles of increasing severity. On his tour, 
as described in the 14th-century epic poem “The Inferno,” he gloats over the fates of old enemies and 
discovers some essential truths about humankind. Right now in D.C., you can see two wildly different 
theatrical productions driven by the spirit of Dante — Washington Stage Guild’s “Inferno” and Forum 
Theatre’s “9 Circles.”

Low. The Washington Stage Guild team doesn’t try 
to re-create hell — best to leave that to the audience’s 
imagination, especially when the production is already 
so stripped-down. Periodic red lighting and a tarot card- 
inspired set will put you in the right mood. 


VISUAIS 


Medium. “9 Circles” takes a clever tack, with a spare set 
and lighting design built on a concept of ever-tightening 
circles that represent Reeves’ increasingly unavoidable 
fate. Dan Covey’s lighting boasts some subtle and gorgeous 
effects that we won’t spoil here. 


Medium. Dante’s in hell, but it’s not so bad. He gets to 
bounce at the end, despite the warning at the entrance: 
“Abandon all hope, ye who enter here.” 


CHARACTERS 

MISERY 


High. Reeves is churned through the Army justice system, 
from superior officer to lawyer to psychiatrist, but he never 
really has any hope of redemption.

Fillet of Soul 


Get schooled on fried 
whiting, a popular dish 
with an intricate history 

Cuisine 

For thousands of Washingtonians, 
fried whiting needs no introduction: 
a stack of white-fish fillets pulled hot 
and golden from a deep-fryer, piled high 
between two slices of sandwich bread 
and often served with a thin, vinegary 
hot sauce that goes down as smooth as 
moonshine. It’s comfort food. It’s food 
built for sheer caloric consumption. 

It’s also one of Washington’s most 
common dishes, more widely avail- 
able than half-smokes or jumbo slic- 
es. The fish is found at family gather- 


ings, sporting events and takeouts all 
over the District. 

Whiting may mean next to nothing 
in the part of town known (demeaningly) 
as “official Washington,” but for Patricia 
Ann Faggett, the mere mention of Hor- 
ace & Dickies, the District’s most rec- 
ognized outlet for the fish, lights up her 
face. She reminiscences about a time in 
the 1990s when she was a patient advo- 
cate with the District’s Addiction Pre- 
vention and Recovery Administration. 

“A guy who worked there made these 
Horace & Dickies runs twice a week to 
bring back these great, wonderful sand- 
wiches,” says Patricia Ann, 64. 

Almost every Friday for nearly nine 
years, Patricia Ann and her husband, 
Walter, have attended Jazz Night at 
Westminster Presbyterian Church in 


Southwest Washington, where they 
dig into a spread of fried whiting, fried 
chicken and other soul food dishes. Wal- 
ter, 75, a retired medical director for 
the District’s Medicaid program, has 
a cut-to-the-chase take on why fried 
whiting remains so popular among 
local African-Americans: “It reminds 
us of past times.” 

For Walter, “past times” refers to his 
carefree undergraduate years at How- 
ard University, when he would enjoy 
fried whiting from a nearby soul food 
restaurant. But it also could be a ref- 
erence to a far more unpleasant peri- 
od: slavery in America. 

“African-Americans have been asso- 
ciated with fishing since the early days

of slavery,” says Adrian Miller, a self- 
described “soul food scholar” who has 
studied the cuisine for years. Many 
slaves “were noted rivermen and fish- 
ermen,” he says. And as with so many 
foreign foods deemed strange or exotic 
by the mainstream culture, fish eating 
among African-Americans was common- 
ly mocked in the media in the late 19th 
and early 20th centuries. Miller says. 

His research showed that Southern 
whites around the same period also had 
a taste for whiting. For their part, Afri- 
can-Americans leaned toward porgy, 
the broad term for a number of species 
common to the American side of the 
Atlantic. “But that has changed over 
time,” Miller says. 

Whiting had no place on Richard 
Shannon’s menu when he opened Hor- 
ace & Dickies off H Street NE in March 
1990. Shannon, now 75, initially spe- 
cialized in perch and then expanded the 
menu to include whiting (which would 
become his most popular item by far, 
outselling all others 4 to 1). 

What exactly is whiting? The Nation- 
al Oceanic and Atmospheric Adminis- 
tration Fisheries says the word “is often 
used for various species of hake in the 
genus Merluccius,” including silver hake, 
the most common “whiting.” 

Perhaps Oji Abbott, chef and owner 
of Oohs & Aahhs on U Street, has the 
most apt description. “Whiting is the 
hot dog of the sea,” he says. “A hot dog 
is generally pretty cheap. If you’re going 
to get some fish, [whiting] is the cheap- 
est thing you’re going to get.” 

Plus, the D.C. native adds, a stack 
of fried whiting fillets on bread “fills 
you up. It puts you where you need 
to be, and you don’t spend all your 
money. You can go on about your way.”

Dip in to the Hill’s Latest 


Persian appetizers 
and kabobs impress 
at Tash restaurant 

The source of the signature kabobs 
at Tash on Capitol Hill also inspires 
the young restaurant’s name: In 
Persian dialect, tash translates to 
“flame,” as in charcoal fire, says 
Vanessa Lim. She’s the wife of 
owner Nariman Modanlou and 
says she’s “helping out” at Tash 
as she prepares to open a second 
branch of her pan-Asian Nooshi 
downtown — conveniently just 
one floor up from Tash. 


Modanlou brings street cred to 
his restaurant. Iranian by birth, 
he’s also the owner of Moby Dick 
House of Kabob in Ashburn. That’s 
a diner’s cue to dip into the smoky 
baba ghanouj and forge on with 
lamb kubideh, a rope of ground 
meat freckled with parsley, 
garlic and peppercorns 
and presented with 
fragrant rice dotted 
with lima beans. But 
you might want to crowd 
the table as well with Tash’s 
very good olive dip. Made with 
ground walnuts and tomato 
sauce, the appetizer is meant to

be mopped up with hot-from-the- 
oven pita. Do not, however, waste 
your time on the dull fried chicken 
drumsticks. 

The fresh face in the 
neighborhood is good company. 

Tiles painted to look like Middle 
Eastern fabrics and booths 
^ separated by walnut walls 
with open windows make 
a clever design statement. 
In good weather, the 
restaurant will spill out 
^ onto a patio. 

The menu will grow, too. 
Down the road, Modanlou plans 
to take customers on a taste tour 


of skewered meat and offer dishes 
representative of Afghanistan, 
Morocco, Mongolia and other 
places known for their kabobs. 

As for Lim, she hopes to open 
the second floor of the building 
she owns with her husband in 
March. The next Nooshi will 
expand on the noodles and sushi 
offered at the original. Remember 
the superb Peking duck from 
Lim’s much-missed Yanyu in 
Cleveland Park? She plans to 
bring it back for her future feature.

In one scene, a virgin, dumped by her 
fiance, shops for sexy lingerie as an 
ego-booster. Shown a see-through 
thong, the virgin wisely declares, 
“Jesus is watching and I don't think 
he'd like me in that." 

So dear editor, it's safe to say that 
“Double Divas" is an uplifting show.

Hunger Pains 


‘A Place at the Table’ 
shows the plight of 
Americans struggling 
with food insecurity

“A Place at the Table” starts with 
what can only be described as 
flyover-country porn — aerial shots 
of amber waves of grain, purple 
mountain majesty, fruited plains, all 
that good stuff. The sweeping views 
are about how big America is, how 
awesome we are, and how much 
we’ve got. It’s an ironic opening to 
a film about hunger in America. 

When it comes to food, “we have 
plenty, and we need to remind peo- 
ple of that at the very start,” says 
Lori Silverbush, co-director of the 
documentary, which opens Friday. 

Her directing partner, Kristi 
Jacobson, continues: “We wanted 
to subtly reinforce without being 


didactic that we live in the wealth- 
iest, lushest nation in the world. We 
are in many ways the world’s bread- 
basket — even our cities are gleam- 
ing spires of prosperity compared 
to the rest of the world. And then 
we wanted to say. And here we go.’ ” 

Where we go is places where 
Americans struggle with “food inse- 
curity.” They’re not starving in the 
famine sense, but they’re not quite 
sure where their next meal or gro- 
ceries will come from. 

“A Place at the Table” concen- 
trates on three subjects: Barbie, a 
single mother from Philadelphia 
striving to get off government assis- 
tance; Rosie, a fifth-grader in Colo- 
rado who, in a heartbreaking scene, 
reacts to a food pantry’s delivery like 
it’s Christmas morning; and Trem- 
onica, a second-grader in Missis- 
sippi who is obese and asthmatic, 
partially because her mother’s food 
dollars stretch further in the snack 
aisle than in the produce section.

A Broken System 

In “A Place attheTable," Adam, the 
sole cop in his Colorado town, makes 
all the right choices and still can’t 
afford to buy enough groceries to 
feed his family. "So much of this 
problem is a system that’s broken," 
says co-director Kristi Jacobson. 

"No one was going to tell Adam that 
he shouldn’t have had kids because 
there was going to come a time when 
[budget] cuts ... [meant] he couldn’t 
feed his kids without going to a 
pantry.” K.p.K 


The film tackles the country’s 
food policies — some of which have 
been untouched since the Depres- 
sion — in an engaging way, with an 
overarching message that the gov- 
ernment must do more to help a pop- 
ulation that is simultaneously hun- 
gry and eating itself to death. While 
many documentaries take a political 
turn (hello, Michael Moore), Silver- 
bush, Jacobson and executive pro- 
ducer Tom Colicchio, a “Top Chef’ 
judge, believe their film can reach 
across the country’s political divide. 

“There are 50 million Ameri- 
cans that are hungry. That’s a fact, 
not a stance,” Colicchio says. “Sev- 
enteen million children. That’s a 
fact, not a stance ... We just lay out 
the situation.” 

The film shows that a lot of peo- 
ple eat junk food because it’s the 
only thing available, or the only 
thing they can afford. And some 
people, like Barbie in one scene, 
barely eat at all so that their kids 
can split, say, a can of ravioli. All 
in this land of plenty. 

“If you’re OK with that con- 
dition in our country, the great- 
est country in the world,” Col- 
icchio says, “then we have to 
start asking, ‘How great are we 
if we can’t solve this problem?”’

It’s been four years — almost a 
generation in video game years 
— since Lara Croft embarked on 


a “Tomb Raider” expedition. The 
unenviable task of rebooting the 
well-known and well-worn series 
seemed impossible, but with a grit- 
ty and focused approach, it’s one 
that developer Crystal Dynamics 
got almost completely right. 

“Tomb Raider” (PlayStation 3, 
Xbox 360 and PC, $59.99) finds an 
inexperienced young Croft ship- 


wrecked and separated from her 
crew on a mysterious island in 
Japan’s brutal Devil’s Triangle. This 
isn’t the savvy, sexy and sassy Croft 
that hunted down relics in the pre- 
vious eight games and two films 
starring Angelina Jolie. 

This is a vulnerable Croft, one 
who’s never had to resort to killing 
another person. Over the course of 


the lengthy single-player experience 
(with imaginative and thrilling plat- 
form gaming), this Croft must sur- 
vive the elements, amass an arse- 
nal, rescue her friends and battle a 
cult of castaways. 

It’s the tale of her transforma- 
tion from thrill-seeker to superher- 
oine. This is “Batman Begins” for

His best pal 
is Total, a polar bear who may or 
may not be real. 

“I leave that ... up to the read- 
er,” Fastis says. Total is real enough 
to Timmy, which — as with the 
tiger in “Calvin and Hobbes” 
— is what matters. Total’s pres- 
ence is a reminder of Timmy’s 
loneliness, which only makes us 
like the young detective more.

The purpose of this research study is to investigate the safety 

and effectiveness of a new treatment for unmanageable pain in patients 
with advanced cancer. 

Description of study: 

• In this study, the research drug will be injected directly into the fluid 
surrounding the spinal cord. This is the first trial in humans where 
this drug is injected into the spinal fluid.
